Cholera In Poland. 

St. Petersburg, July 29. — Four deaths 
havo occurred iu Warsaw. The disease lias 
also appeared at Acca, where threo deaths 
wero reported on Sunday. Of 7!i5 deaths 
in Moscow during tho past week, nearly 
ouo-liulf were due to intestinal complaints. 
It continues to rago with violence in South- 
east Russia. 

The Irish Parties. 

Do BUN, July 28.— At the mooting of tho 
Parnellites to-day Mr. Redmond declared 
that tho policy of tho Parnellites was to get 
as much as they could from both Conserva- 
tives and Liberals. In regard to voting iu 
Parliament, ho said they must follow tho 
independent policy laid down by Parnell. 
A meeting of tho Irish Federation was a'so 
hold to-day. Michael Duvitt said if the 
members of the party would remain glued 
to their Heuts iu Parliament during every 
moment that tho interests of Home Rule re- 
quired, they would bo met with victory 
written on their banner. He was confident 
of the advent of Homo Hule and did not be- 
lievo tho Labor paity would oppose Glud- 
atono. Tim Healy had calculated the ex- 
penses of tho Parnellitea' recent elections 
amounted to £11,000. In coming to Parlia- 
ment tho Parnellitea would bo atirred by 
tho hands that furnished tho money. 
Rockford Maguirc, for whom tho Parnellitea 
fo ind a scat in Clare, was a pal of tho Duke 
of Abercora and the Tories. He regarded 
Maguire and the Parnellitea' paymaster, 
and Eaid Maguire would practicully bo tho 
destiny of tho Redmondites. 

Prepaiing (o ICetlre. 

London, July 28. — After the Cabinet 
Council Iialfour went to the Osborno house, 
Isle of White, to consult the Queen in 
rcfereuce to tho speech from tho throne. 
Gladstone, Harcourt, Spencer and Mnrloy 
hold a meeting to-day and drew up a short 
"no confidence motion." 

The Afghan Rebellion. 

Simla, July 28.— The Hussars, who aro 
in rovolt against tho Ameer of Afghanis- 
tan, havo been joined by the creat Bezud 
tribe. A body of 500 British troops, with 
two guns, havo been ordered to occupy tho 
Gonial Puss, in tho mouu* ins between Af- 
ghanistan and India. 

Albanian Ilcbcl Movement*. 

Belgrade, July 28. — The Mallissor tribe 
of Kossovo, numbering 15,000 men, well 
supplied with rifles, havo invested tho town 
of Jakovo, in Albania. A largo Turkish 
force bus been sent to supprea3 tho riaing. 

Troubles In Turkey. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 28. — Persecution 
of tho Ottoman Reform party continues un- 
abated, the most rigorous measures having 
been enforced to suppress agitation and 
numerous arrests having been made. Tho 
Sultan is convinced that there is a con- 
spiracy afoot to deposo him. The constitu- 
tional party is daily increasing, being re- 
cruited from all cLsses. Great confusion 
reigns in the Yildiz Kiosk, ministerial re- 
sponsibility being a mere farce. The Sul- 
tan is in the hands of an arbitrary court 
cabal. 

Victory lor JLuItoucbcrc. 

London, July 29. — In the Old Bailey 
Police Court to day, John James Gardner, 
who was under indictment for having con- 
spired with Louis Leon Goldstein, alias 
Roberta, to defraud and assault a number of 
girls, was sentenced to 6ix months im- 
prisonment. This is a great triumph for 
Mr. Labouchere, proprietor of Truth, and 
the well known Radical M. P., 
who first exposed tho mothoda of 
the prisoner in an article headed 
" The Stamford street road to ruin." Tho 
prisonera thereupon brought a criminal 
prosecution for libel against Mr.Labouohere, 
who defended himself so effectively that the 
police found it incumbent to prosecute his 
prosecutors. Several girls gave testimony 
both as to the way in which they were de- 
frauded^nd to acts of impropriety on tho 
part of the prisoners. The victims wero so 
numerous and the evidence so overwhelm- 
ing that the prisoners could offer no sub- 
stantial defence. 

Gibbon* and the Papal Chair, 

London, July 29. — The general news cor- 
respondent in Paris telegraphs to-night: 
The French cardinals have received a circu- 
lar letter, written probably by Cardinal 
Mermlllod, urging them, in case of tho 
present Pope's death, to veto the choice of 
a pope favorable to the Triple Alliance, and 
declaring that the death of Mgr. Cattav- 
lin deprives the Triple Alliance of its ex- 
pected candidate, ao that it will be com- 
pelled to support Sun Felice. France is 
asked to push Cardinal Rampollo. If it 
should become evident that Rampollo can- 
not be chosen, tho cardinals, it is urged, 
should boldly vote for Cardinal Gibbons, 
during whose rule Italy would drift into a 
Republican form of government, the Catho- 
lics of the rest of the world conniving at 
tho chunge. 

Slnncbestcr Ship Canal. 

London, July 29. — The directorate of tho 
Manchester ship canal asks for £1,000,000 
to complete the canal. They lament the in- 
creased cost of material, etc., necessitating 
tho request for additional funds. 

I'vrlteil Over Cluilorn. 

Berlin, July 29.— The Coeluischo, St. 
Petersburg, correspondent says that all 
sorts of attempts are being made in tho 
provinces and at tho capital to create dis- 
turbances by means of the cholera scare. 
R' ports have been spread to the effect that 
German sausages havo been infected pur- 



posely by the makers with tho disease, and 
that it is euro death to eat them. Several 
butcher shops in Astrachan and Saratov 
havo been wrecked by tho people believing 
these reports, and Bimilar disorder has been 
created in othor stricken cities. Tho pre- 
fects of police, in the cities in question, 
have issued proclamations threatening tho 
mon responsible for the reports. 

Duke or Mnuclicstcr Hjlnc. 

London, July 29. — Gcorgo Victor Drogo 
Montague, Duke of Manchester, who mar- 
ried ono of New York's "Four Hundrod," 
is dying at Tandrageo Castle, County of 
Armagh, Ireland, ono of tho family seats. 

TORONTO TOPICS. 

Canal Tolls Question-Ontario Crops Report 
—Terribly Hot Weather— Powers of 
Police Magistrates, 

[Special to Tmc Colonist.] 
Toronto, July 20.— Tho Mail's Montreal 
correspondent says ho has been informed on 
high authority that in view of the retali- 
atory measures udopted by the United 
States, tho Canadian Government will take 
steps to abolish the rebate system and to 
make a uniform toll, or to do way with tolls 
altogether. 

An appeal was heard at Osgood Hall 
against tho conviction by the Police Magis- 
trate of a prisoner charged with forgery. 
Under recent local legislation the Judge 
sustained the appeal, ruling that tho act 
was ultra vires of tho Provincial authorities 
and that neither Police Magistrates nor 
County Judges can convict iu forgery cases. 

The crop reports from ull parts of Ontario 
show that the crops have all como through 
the tiying weather they havo had, and will 
bo as follows : Fall wheat, above tho aver- 
age ; spring wheat, average; peas, average; 
rye, average; hay, tho heaviest crop iu 
years. 

Tho temperature reached 0-1 in the shade 
at tho weather bureau at Queen's Park, yes- 
terday and to-day. There wero several 
prostrations. One of tho victims, Patrick 
Lyons, the teamster, expired after three 
hours terrible agony. Horses succumbed 
all over the city, and the Street Car Com- 
pany was a heavy loser. 

Charles Stark & Co., a big jobbing firm, 
handling watches and sporting goods, has 
assigned, with liabilities placed at $143,- 
000, and nominal assets at §1-10, 000. The 
firm less than a year ago was credited with 
a surplus of over $40,000. The principal 
creditors are the Rank of Hamilton, S 19,- 
000; Union Hank, §15,000, and others in 
Montreul. Keen competition is said to ba 
the cause. 



RUSSIA AND BELGRAV1A. 

Intrigue of the Muscovite Government in the 
Affairs of the Principality. 

St. Petersburg, July 28.— The Journal 
do St. J?etersburg declares that tho tele- 
gram in the Svoboda, of Sofia, which it al 
leged wob sent to the Russian Minister at 
Bucharest by the chief of tho Asiatic De 
partmenfc at St. Petersburg, under date of 
August 10, 1887, wub a forgery. Tho tele- 
gram stated that the Czar's Government 
had finally determined to consider Prince 
Ferdinand a usurper standing beyond tho 
palo ot all laws, and all acta directed to- 
ward his removal were thereroro justifiable 
and innocent. The alleged telegram con- 
cluded: "I beg you to assist in a confi 
dential way all persons ready to take an 
active aharo in tho Prince Ferdinand'a re- 
moval." 

PerliK, July 28. — A Rulgarian obtained 
tho documents now appearing iu the Svo- 
boda of Sophia, from Dragoman Jacobson, 
of the Russian embassy at Bucharest, who 
had been intrusted with a number of shady 
missions. Jacobson recently disagreed with 
tho minister on money matters and fled from 
Bucharest with a bundle of important em- 
bassy documents. 

ASIATIC CHOLERA. 

Story of Its Advent In Mexico Denied— Typhus 
Fever Is, however, Raging, 

City ok Mexico, July 28. — Tho startling 
report reached here this morning that tho 
dreaded Asiatic cholera scourge had reached 
Vera Cruz, despite tho strict quarantine 
regulations that have been enforced by all 
ports of tho Mexican government. The 
rumor was sot afloat by an American tourist 
named Haskell, who arrived last evening 
from Vera Cruz. He stated that there were 
three deaths from tho disease on the day 
previous to his departure, and that tho au- 
thorities of Vera Cruz wero making an ef- 
fort to keep tho information from the public. 
An inquiry was made hero to-duy at the 
board of health headquarters, and a denial 
of the report was authorized. There is an 
epidemic of typhus fever raging in this city, 
20 aeaths from that cause being reported to 
the board of health to-day.

Increased C. P. R. Earnings— Assignment of 
Ex-Premier Herder's BrotUer- 
Munitoba Schools.

MONTREAL, July 29.— The C.P.R. earn- 
ings for June, 1892, wero §1,793,277; work- 
ing expenses, $1,122,127; net profits, SG7L- 
'1 GO. In June, 1891, tho net profits were 
S001.91 3, and for the six months ending 
Juno . '10, 1892, the figures wero as follows : 
Gross earnings, §9,822,489; working ex- 
penses, Sf(i, 500,005; net profits, §3,322,484 
For tho six months ending Juno 30, 1891, 
the not profits wero §2,954,522.

Cruiser Charleston tioliic to Peru. 

Washington City, July 28.— The South- 
ern Pacific station, which has been without 
a ship since tho late Chilean trouble, is 
soon to bo represented by the United 
States steamer Charleston, and soon, it is 
thought, a southern Pacific station, with 
headquarters nt Calluo, Peru, will bo per- 
manently established. The immediate cause 
of tho orders which havo just been issued 
for the Charleston to proceed to Peru is the 
unstable position of affairs between Chili 
and Peru. Sho was selected for this ser- 
vico at the request of tho state department 
upon tho representation of our minister tit 
Limn, who thinks it advisable that there 
should be at least ono ship in Southern 
waters at tho preaeut time. 

At Ilie Eleventh Hour. 

Pasadena, Cal., July 29. — Governor 
Markham.this morning, said he had grantod 
a reprieve of 30 daya, pending tho action of 
tho courts, to George \V. Bruggy, tho Santa 
Rosa murderer, who was to havo been exe- 
cuted to-morrow. 

No Socialism For Them. 

PITTSBURG, July 28.— Tho socialiat ques- 
tion almoat caused a split in the convention 
called for tho purpose of foimiug an inter- 
national labor bureau of information, to-day. 
Replying to a question, Delegate Henry Ott 
admitted that the conference was called 

ith a view of ultimately absorbing all the 
trade unions in the Socialistic Labor party. 
Thereupon the representatives of the glass 
workers, miners, niillmen and printers de- 
clared their intention of withdrawing at 
once if such was the case. Resolutions were 
finally adopted extending sympathy to tho 
ocked-out men at Homestead. 

The Fiirlbaull rinn Falls. 

St. Paul, July 29.— Tho famous Fari- 
bault plan, for which Archbishop Ireland 
went to Rome to fight, has proven a failure 
at Stillwater, Minn. It is announced thut 
St. Michael's parish, of tint city, which has 
concluded the past year under tho new 
plan, will conduct its achools as parochialB 
this year. 

Itallwnj Freeze Out. 

Seaetle, July 2S.— Hitherto tho Nor- 
thern Pacific has been hauling Pacific cars 
over this part of its lino, paying its custom- 
ary mileage and collecting ita local rate. It 
now proposes to tako early advantage of 
the decision of Judge Field, of tho United 
States circuit court of appeals, that it can- 
not be compelled to haul Union Pacific cars 
over its line from Portland to Paget Sound 
points in future, therefore, all competative 
transcontinental freight routed by tho Un- 
ion Pacific for points on the Northern Paci- 
fic will have to bo transferred at Portland 
to Northern Pacific cars and vico versa. 
Tho net result of this change will bo, it ia 
said, to shut tho Union Pucitic out of the 
transcontinental freight business with tho 
Sound, so far as carloads are concerned, as 
tho arbitary rates which it would have to 
pay the Northern Pacific would cut off too 
big a slice from tho total to leave any 
money in it for tho Union Pacific. 
Tho probability is therefore that tho 
Union Pacific will strain every nerve to 
bring about the completion of tho Portland 
and Puget Sound road. 

Turin" ItlHCiiflslon. 

Washington, July 29.— The Senato had 
a field day on the Tariff, transacting no 
other business. Mr. Aldrieh'a key note 
apeech on tho Republican aide waa answered 
by a reaounding " key note " on the other 
8ido from Mr. Carlisle, of Kentucky. Sena- 
tors Proctor (Vermont), Sherman (Ohio), 
and Allison (Iowu), prolonged tho debate 
until 5 o'clock, when an adjournment waa 
had with tho understanding that Mr. How- 
ley would resume the tariff' discussion to- 
morrow. 

The Atlantic Record. 

Quarantine, N. Y., July 29.— The 
steamer La Tourraine, beating tho record, 
has arrived from Havre in six days 17 hours 
and 30 minutes. Sho also has beaten all 
the previous daily runs of any steamship, 
having made 528 miles in ono day. Sho 
had two days' dense fog, and was compelled 
to slow down. Her daily runs were : 528 
miles, 490, 47G, 491, 501, 485, 201. She 
brings 228 cabin and 448 steerage passen- 
gers. 

Bradstrcct'a Bcnort. 

Nr.w York, July 29.— Brads t reefs report 
aaya: "In the Province of Ontario now 
wheat is being receivod, weighing GO and 02 
pounds to tho bushel. Dry goods, groceries 
and hardware staples move with some free- 
dom. In the Province of Quebec tho crop 
prospects ure very good, and general 
trade, while not equalling expectations, 
is very good. Cuttle exporters are said to 
havo been biing money. Tho Bank clear- 
ings at Halifax, Montreal, Toronto and 
Hamilton aggregate 819,537,000 this week, 
a decrease ot 11 per cent,, compured with 
tho week before. There were 22 business 
failures in tho Canadian Dominion this 
week, as reported to Bradstreets, against, 
22 last week and 20 in tho liko week a year 
ago. 

I'otvtlerly Proclaims nffolngt Plnckcrton's 
I'elH. 

Washington, July 20. — T. V. Powderly 

general master workman, Knights of Labor, 
appeared before thu houso sub committee 
investigating tho subject of the employment 
of the Pinkerton detectives in tho preven- 
tion of atridea. Mr. Powderly denied the 
allegations of tho Pinkertons as to high 



character of their employes. Of thoso em- 
ployed at Homestoad, Mr. Powderly-Itnow 
that ono of them (Frank Wobb) was charged 
with wifo murder, four with burglary, and 
one with arson. In replying to questions, 
Mr. Powderly Baid he did not favor force in 
koeping non-union men from taking places 
of atrikera, and claimed it could bo done by 
persuusion. Ho opposed the employment 
of irresponsible Pinkerton men, and claimed 
that officers from the locality interested 
would servo better and bo more conaiderate. 
Mr. Powderly favored lawa prohibiting tho 
employment of armed Pinkertons and mak- 
ing arbitration between employer and em- 
ploye compulsory. In concluding, Mr. 
Powderly said that tho Government should 
own the railroads. This, he thought, would 
go a long way towards settling labor 
troubles. 

Victims of the Heat. 

New York, July 29.— The heat, to-day, 
waa moro oppressive than on any previoua 
day. (Thermometers on tho streot and in 
the shade registered 101. Up to 11 p.m., 
there wero 39 deaths reported duo to heat, 
and 97 prostrations. Up to 1 a.m., seven 
additional deaths havo been reported, mak- 
ing a total of 4(i for this city. Additional 
prostrations bring tho total up to 107. In 
Brooklyn, there were 1G deaths from heat 
and ten cases of prostration. At 10 o'clock, 
to-night, rain began falling and the air was 
cooled by tlio fresh breeze. Ten additional 
deaths have been since reported, making a 
total of 27. 



THE SEAL TRADE COMBINE. 

Victoria to be the Market In Which the Trice 
of Skins Will be Ruled. 

New York, July 29.— " The Georgo C. 
Treadwell Company" is the style of the com- 
bination to control tho seal trade in thiB 
country, the formation of which was fore- 
shadowed in tho United Press despatch 
from Albany, appearing in yester- 
day's Colonist. As heretofore stated, 
the title is a recognition of tho 
veteran houso in Albany which has cured 
and colored seal skin8 by methods equal if 
not superior to those in voguo abroad. 
Among those in tho combination, in addi- 
tion to the house named, it is said, aro H. 
Ward, N. J. Bishopric, F. L. Ridgeway, 
W. B. Tims, and others well known in the 
trade. Tho syndicate has the co-operation 
of several of tho strongest banks in Albany 
and iu this city, The trust will be some- 
thing of un important factor in 
prices, since tho raw material, which 
has been hitherto shipped from Victoria 
to London and return, will now bo cured 
in this market, thereby avoiding ocean 
freights both ways and also the duty on tho 
finished skins when returned to tho mir- 
kot. Moreover, it is possible that such a 
powerful syndicato will be not unlikely to 
go into tho business extensively enough to 
do a cnnaideruble business in exporting tho 
finished product after tho home trado 
has been supplied. It is also 
believed that the chiof market 
for raw skins will hereafter bo on this Bido 
of the Atlantic, and it is an open question 
whether the buyera from other countries 
may nob in future make thoir bids for tho 
season's catch at Victoria instead of at Lon- 
don, as has been their custom. 

SCORING CARNEOIE. 

The Saturday Review Gives the " Deml- 
Citizen" a Tolerably Severe 
Roasting. 

London, July 29. — The Saturday Re- 
view after referring to its former severe 
editorial on the Homestead affair as evi- 
dence of tho degradation of the Democracy, 
editorially Bays: "Wo will not be likely 
to be accuaed of any foolish or eonti- 
mentalfondnessfor the Government orpeople- 
of the United States, but wo cannot deny 
that thero is at times not a little in their 
conduct deserving praise. When they do 
put their hand to the plough of law and 
order thoy go roundly to work. It ib a dis- 
graco to any country to allow such scenes 
as those which were enacted at Homestead, 
but as half a loaf ia better than no bread, a 
Tory vincication of the law ia better than 
none at ull.'pr than a timid one. Neverthe- 
less, by far tho moat acceptable reBult of tho 
affair may be, and we hopo will be, tha 
silencing of that most self-asserting and 
underbred bore, our demi-citizen, Carnegie. 
Ho has wisely enough decided to hold hia 
tonguo thus far, and we strongly advise him 
to continue this policy. 



THE AUTHORITY. 

Who 1ms tho Power to Impose or Raise n 
Quarantine on Paget Sound? 

Seattle, July 29. — Superintendent John- 
son, of tho Pacific Coast Steamship com- 
pany, said yesterday with reference to tho 
raising of the quarantine on Victoria: " It 
is nonsense for tho local health officers to 
think they have tho power to declare tho 
quarantine off. Neither did thoy have tho 
power to place it on. Tho only authority 
tho steamship lines re:ognizu is tho United 
States officials. Of course the local authori- 
ties have the right to enforce such local 
regulations us compelling people to submit 
to vaccination, but when it comes to pre- 
venting a vessel from landing they have no 
more power than I or any other citizen has. 
Our vessels havo to show a clean bill of health 
from Port Townsend before they can enter 
hero. You can notice tho difference between 
the sensation created hero by tho disease 
and tho way theBO reports were received at 
San Francisco. ■ There tho United States 
officials inspected tho passengers of tho ves- 
sels as they entered, but no ono waa inter- 
fered with unleas ho showed signs of the 
disease. No one seemed to be at all wor- 
ried over tho situation. Why, thero is 
scarcely a month in tho year that thero is 
not a case of smallpox in San Francisco, 
but it is attended to immediately and tho 
diseaso never gets a chance to spread." 
DANGER OVER, 

Seattle, July 29.— Health Ollicer Sparl- 
ing said yesterday thut be considered all 
"anger of un epidemic to havo completely 
asaod, but that ho would nt.il! continue to 
xamino incoming boats and would pay 
especial attention to vessels arriving in port 
from Victoria.

NANAIMO, July 29. — John Cook, a logger, 
working at McDougall's logging camp, north 
of Comox, met with a serious, probably 
fatal, accident, on Tuesday evening. He 
was felling a tree, when it went in an oppo- 
site direction to what he expected, striking 
another tree, and causing a big limb to fall. 
This struck him on the head and neck. Ho 
was picked up unconscious and brought to 
this city, per steamer Active. Ho con- 
tinued unconscious at the hospital, and 
little hopes are entertained for his recovery. 

The Y.M.C. A. party went out on a pic- 
nic, yesterday, the first picnic held in the 
city sinco tho smallpox scare.

A party of " blue jackets " 
had an outing at the mil! git^, on Thursday 
afternoon. In the evening strange lights 
were seen in the sky and on tho hill sides. 
The presence of the man-of-war in the har- 
bor explained the mystery. Tho Beurch 
lights wero visible for miles up the valley. 

Rev. W. S Smith and party had tho 
pleasure of a visit to tho warship boforo she 
sailed on Saturday. 

A now organ arrived by tho last boat for 
tho church. Mr. Howitt purchased it in 
Victoria. It was much needed. 

The weather of late has not been favor- 
able for haying. A change for tho totter 
has come to-day. 

Tho Maude was not quarantined on her 
last trip, although sha carried passengers 
from Victoria.

A DISCRACE TO THE COUNTRY. 

Serious Reflections Cast Upon the U. S. House 
of Representatives by a Member. 

Washington, July 29.— The usual monot- 
onous proceedings of the House were en- 
livened to-day for two hours by a personal 
explanation of Mr. Wheeler (Deal., Alaba- 
ma,) who charged that Mr. Watson (Dem., 
Georgia,) had misstated facts regarding 
him (Wheeler), and had also pub- 
lished, iu a recent party campaign 
book which ho (Watson) had iBsued, 
matters reflecting on the dignity of the 
houso and the conduct of its members. The 
citation from the work was as follows : 
" Drunken members had reeled about the 
aisles, a disgrace to tho Republic ; drunken 
speakers had debated grave issues on tho 
floor, and in the midst of maudling ramb- 
linga have been heard to ask ' Mr. Speaker, 
where was 1 ?' " Mr. Watson arose to re- 
ply, but vr.if- constantly called to order by 
.several mcmbei a, who submitted that he 
was out of order, and was not confining 
himself to the objectionable languago ex- 
cepted to. In tho course of his remarks he 
said ho stood by every word ho had written 
in the book, and was ready to answer any 
charge of falsehood that might bo made 
against him. Mr. Tracy (Dem. Now York) 
then called him to order, and ho took his 



<eat by direction of the speaker. Subse- 
quently tho House, by a vote, allowed hin 
to proceed, and ho made a statement reiter 
iting tho charges which ho said wero true, 
md defied any action which the Housi 
might take, saying that he would " appea 1 
to the justice which dwelt in tho hearts ot 
the American people " for his vindication 
if, indeed, such were needed. Tim matte] 
was temporarily dropped, but was ngaii 
renewed by a resolution of Mr. Boatnor 
(Dem.) which was adopted, providing for u 
committee of five members to investigate 
the truth or falsity of the statements made.

Captain Meyers makes a Quick Run— 
The Albatross Condemned and 
Ordered to Mare Island. 



The "Northern Light" Disaster— Sail- 
ors must Sink or Swim 
with the Ship. 



Commissioner Macouii's Investigations 
—No Seizures of Sealers as 
yet Reported. 



The C.P.N. Co.'s steamer Danube, Cap 
tain Meyers, arrived in Esquimau harbor 
at 10 a.m. yesterday, flying the flag of the 
British navy. She was seven days from 
Ounalaaka, bringing mails and dispatches 
from the warships in Behring Sea and being 
under orders to return to the North at once 
with additional supplies and the accumulat- 
ed mails of the fleet. 

When the Danube arrived at Ounalaska 
she found the Melpomene awaiting her ap- 
pearance; a few days later tho Daphne also 
came in. Mr. Macoun, tho Behring Sea 
Commissioner, was on board the latter ship, 
which went out again the same day to take 
Mr. Macoun and Mr. Maynard, tho photo- 
grapher, to the seal islands. 

In Ounalaska harbor, while the Danube 
was discharging her supplies, there were, 
besides the British men-of-wur, the U.S.S. 
Yorktowii, Ranger and Adams, and also the 
Albatross, lish commission steamer, and the 
revenue cutter Corwiu. The American ship 
Glory of tho Seas, was discharging coal, the 
General Fairchild taking on ballast, and the 
merchant steamer St. Paul loading for San 
Francisco, to sail on July 21 

There were also a number of whalers in 
port to obtain supplies and deliver their 
catches of whalebone, for transhipment 
home. The California was one of these; she 
hud ono whale. The Bounding Billow had 
been iu great luck, reporting a catch of 
seven. 

The whaler Northern Light had put in 
for repairs, after striking ou a reef off Mid- 
dleton Island. Particulars of her accident 
were given in the Colonist exclusively 
about a fortnight ago. The means to repair 
the vessel not being obtainuble in Oun- 
alaska, she was ordered to proceed to San 
Francisco. Considering the ship unsafe, 
tho greater number of the crow refused to 
go to sea in her, and they were, in conse- 
quence, put iu irons and locked up in the 
hold, until the ship was too far out to per- 
mit of desertion being thought of. The cup- 
tain thinks that the unwilling sailors will 
bo glad to obtain their release in order to 
secure their sharo of exercise at the pumps. 

The U.S.S. Albatross was alao under or- 
ders for San Francisco, for repairs, when 
the Danube left. She arrived at Ounalaska 
from Puget Sound, July 10, with her boilers 
in such a bud condition that a Naval Board 
of Survey, held threo days later, condemned 
them as unsafe and " too far gone " to per- 
mit of the Albatross prosecuting further her 
mission in Behring Sea. 

When Captain Meyers bade her good-bye 
the Albatross was being patched up as well 
as possible with the poor facilities at tho 
command of the machinists, tho understand- 
ing being that alio was to sail for tho Maro 
Island navy yard about the first of August. 

The revenue cutters Richard Rush and 
Corwin have been detailed by Commander 
Evans, of the Yorktown, commanding tho 
U. S. naval forces in Behring Sea, to carry 
on to completion tho work necessarily left 
unexecuted by tho Albatross in regard to 
tho movements and habits of the seal in the 
opeu sea. 

On July 21, just after tho Danube left 
Ounalaska, the U. 8. Revenue Cptt»r Rush 
waa seen at 5:30 p.m. making for Ounalaska 
harbor with a schooner in tow. Before 
Captain Meyers got close enough to seemoro 
of the cutter and her captive the fog shut 
down and no more was seen of either. Ab 
the Rush had been cruising near Uni- 
mak Pass on the lookout for sealers it ia pos- 
sible that she may have captured one of the 
fleut in that locality. When the Danube 
left no report of any seizure had been made. 

The Danube's passago down was marked 
by foggy weather, and no vessels wero fallen 
in with.

An Insurrection in Fatsban Caused by 
Extortions of Nativo Cus- 
toms Collectors. 



To lie Punished for Piracy— Ultima- 
tum Sent by Japan to the Portu- 
guese Gororumeut. 



Amongst other important news received 
from China and Japan, by tho C. P. R. 
steamship Empress of Japan which arrived, 
yesterday, was tho following : 

News of a somewhat alarming character 
comes from Fatshan, China, where some- 
thing like an insurrection has broken out, 
earned by the extortions of tho nativo Cus- 
toms. The Customs officials have been re- 
cently imposing freHh exactions from time 
to time, until the capacity of tho pcoplo for 
submitting to tho 'squeeziug' process became 
exhausted and a general anti-customs war 
was declared. Many of the largo com- 
mercial houses suspended business, and tho 
streets were crowded with exalted people 
vowing vengeanco against the Custom House 
and all the officiate. No boat with cargo was 
allowed to go to tho Custom House or to pay 
dues. No ollicial was to bo seen about the 
place. The soldiers guarding the premises 
had several encounters with tho mob. On 
the 22nd inst. eight persons lost their lives 
and many were seriously wounded. The 
rabble seemed bent on destroying the Cus- 
tom House aud a general looting of the town 
was feared, unless tho authorities followed 
the course they usually take in such circum- 
stances by making concessions for tho pacifi- 
cation of the people. On the request of 
Consul-General Waters for assistance, the 
gunboat Tweed was sent up to Fatshan 
from Hongkong. 

Tho Government of Nicaragua has pro- 
posed to the Government to contract a treaty 
of amity and commerce witli Japan. 

Tho 1'ortuguese Government having dis- 
continued tho appointment of Charge d' 
Affaires and Consul-General in Japan, and 
appointed a Portugueso merchant as 
honorary consul, the Government has com- 
municated with the Portuguese Govern- 
ment several times on the impropriety of 
entrusting merchant consuls with the trial 
of cases between Japanese and Portuguese, 
and desired that a proper consul should In 
appointed. This tho Portuguese Govern- 
ment hus not agreed to. Tho Government 
has therefore decided that an ultimatum 
will be sent, and if tho Portuguese Govern- 
ment docs not comply, tho abolition of 
extra-territoriality will be announced, ac- 
cording to the ordinary provisions of inter- 
national law. This has passed the Cabinet 
Council as well as the Privy Council. 

There has been another caso of piracy 
near Hongkong. A man arriving informed 
tho mandarin that while off the Kwai Hsin 
coast, on tho north of Hongkong, his junk 
had been seized by pirates, who had set him 
at liberty in order to obtain money with 
which to ransom the junk. The mandarin, 
on receiving this information, despatched a 
cruiser with a large mandarin junk in tow 
to searoh for tho pirates. They were suc- 
cessful in their quest. The pirates, num- 
bering 19 in all, wero arrested and brought 
to Kowloon City, from where they will be 
sent to Canton to bo dealt with. 

News reached Hankow a tow days ago, 
says the N.C. Daily News of tho 27th ult., 
that a rebellion had broken out in Szech- 
uan, either at l'aoning or Pa, which are 
both about 150 miles almost duo north of 
Chung-king. Tho authorities, it was re- 
ported, had sent troops from Chingtu 
against the rebels, who wero said to bo 
about 20,000 strong. 

In tho British Consular report for Can- 
ton of last year it is btated that no less than 
80,000 lbs. of human hair was exported from 
Canton in 1891, mostly derived from corpses, 
criminals or beggars.

or assuming to act as, or from holding him 
self out to be, the health officer for tho City 
of Victoria." Admitting for tho purpose of 
argument, that the Lieutcnant-Goveruor-in- 
Council had a right to puss regulations, 
taking tlio whole control of the smallpox 
out of tho hands of tho city health officer, 
and providing for the appointment of 
another doctor to attend to such matters, 
and carry out tho special Provincial regu- 
lations—yet they had no power to put an 
end to the existence of a municipal officer, 
appointed under tho municipal act, whoso 
ordinary duties had no relation to the 
special matters within tho competence of 
the regulations to deal with. 

Drake, J.: If a city health officer is not 
approved of by tho Lieut.-Governor-in 
Council as tho health officer under tho Regu- 
lations, thero would bo no valid appoint- 
ment as such. Here that approval has 
been withdrawn. 

Walkem, J. : Supposo Dr. Milno had, 
unfortunately, become insane, would not 
tho Lieut.-Governor-in-Council havo power 
to intervene, so as to cancel his appoint- 
ment under tho regulations? 

Mr. Taylor : Atj anyrato, Dr. Milno is 
still health officer under the Municipal Act. 

Drake, J. : Dr. Milne has only been re- 
moved from acting as health otlicer for the 
purpose of carrying out tho regulations, 
that is in regard to smallpox. Does the 
ell'ict of tho injunction go any further? 

Mr. 'laylor — Ves, its language docs so. 
Tho effect has been that the city cannot get 
any doctor to take the appointment of 
health otlicer to the city under tho Muni- 
cipal Act in face of this injunction. A mo- 
tion for an injunction was not the proper 
method for testing tho question of Dr. 
Milne's right to hold tho office, by it was 
quo warranto proceedings. 

Drake, J. — That is only to test the right 
of an intruder into an ollice. Dr. Milne 
was not an intruder. Ho was properly in, 
but was put out, and this is to prevent him 
from assuming to act. 

Tho Attorney-General— Tho Health Act 
is intended to clothe the Lieut. -Go vernor-in- 
Council, in cases of emergency, witli extra- 
ordinary powers. This view is brought into 
prominence by considering the preamble to 
cap. 10S, Con. Laws, B.C., from 
which tho present Health' Act is 
taken : "To grant to the Liout.-Gov- 
ernor-in-Council extraordinary powers 
when occasion demands." Tho word "man- 
agement, in section two of the act, includes 
the appointment and the annulling of tho 
appointment of officers. True, the statute 
says that certain Municipal Councils shall 
be Local Boards of Health, but, by sub-sec- 
tion (b), the Liout. -Governor-in-Conncil has 
the right to limit the powers of such Local 
Hoards of Health. The giving of this power 
to pass regulations for carrying into opera- 
tion the express purposes of the act is not a 
delegation of the legislative power. (Reg. 
v. Bursh 3 app. cas.j, (Reg. v. Hodge 7 app. 
cas.) It is within tho power of the Lieut- 
enant-Governor-iu-Council to appoint a 
Health Officer. It is true that most of tho 
regulations havo reference only to the small- 
pox, but some of the clauses are genera!, as 
28, whereby the Government agent is an ex 
officio Local Board and Health Officer. The 
supplementary regulations annul any ap- 
pointment by the city of a Health Ollicer, 
generally. 

Walkem, J.: Do you contend that the 
Lieut. -Govcrnor-in-Council hus power to ap- 
point a Municipal Health Ollicer against the 
wishes of the corporation, whom they will 
have to pay ? 

Attorney-General :— Yes.

Interesting Points of Law Presented 
by Counsel for the Ex- 
Health Ollicer. 



IN THE DIVISIONAL COURT. 

Present: Crease, ./., Walkem, J., and 
Drake, ./. 
ATTORNEY-GENERAL VS. MILNE. 

This was an appeal from the judgment of 
the Chief Justice, refusing to dissolve the 
injunction granted by him herein on th 
21st instant restraining Dr. Milne from act 
ing, or assuming to act, or holding himself 
out to bo the health ollicer for tho city of 
Victoria. The arguments then advanced on 
either side were fully reported upon th 
original motion. 

W. J. Taylor, for Dr. Milne, in addition 
to tho argument that tho Regulations which 
tho Lieutenant-Governor in Council is em- 
powered to pass by section 2 of tho Health 
Act (cap. 55 Con. Stat. B. C, 1888) are 
limited to such as do not interfere with the 
functions, powers and duties reposed 
by tho subsequent sections of the 
same act in tho Corporation of Victoria, 
and particularly with the duty imposed by 
section in the words, "It shall ho the duty 
of the various local hoar Is of health to carry 
out tho . . regulations . . of the 
Lieut. -Governor in-Council, and they may 

. . appoint or employ such officers and 
servants us may bo necessary for this pur- 

Eose, and may remove such officers as such 
oard may seo lit." Also that the general 
power to make such regulations for the es- 
tablishment, maintenance and management 
of boards of health was controlled by sec- 
tion -1 of the act, which specifically provides 
that the Corporations of Victoria, etc., 
should he local boards of health, 
That tho supplementary regulations, in so 
far as they ussumo to discharge Dr. Milne 
and provide for the appointment of another, 
otherwise than by the corporation, are void. 

Drake, J. : Then you contend tho regula- 
tions are vltra vires to that extent. 

Mr. Taylor : Yes. Tho injunction in any 
case had gono too far. The powers of the 
Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council to assumo 
control of tho local boards, and to appoint 
and remove officers, had only relation to the 
special necessities arising from tho "invas- 
ion of nny contagious or epidemic disease," 
and with reference U> tho control of that 
particular diseaBO only. Rut Dr. Milne had 
been duly appointed by thecorporation, under 
the Municipal Act, to bo Health Ollicer 
for the city, with a wide rango of duties 
relating to the general health of tho city, 
under ordinary circumstances, and outside 
of any special duties arising out of tho 
prosenco of smallpox. Vet tho injunction 
in broad terms restrained him " from acting

SPOILING FOR A FIGHT. 

The Times cannot refrain from dragging 
politics into its criticisms on the adminis- 
tration of the health affairs of the city. This 
is in such bad taste as to be almost inde- 
cent. The important thing just now with 
citizens of all classes and all shades of poli- 
tical opinion is to get rid of the smallpox. 
This is too important a work to trifle with 
or to quarrel about. There will be time 
enough to create political grievances and to 
discuss political questions after the disease 
has disappeared. Until then let us have 
political peace. 

The doctors connected with the Health 
Department have disagreed. There is no- 
thing wonderful in this. Medical men, like 
men of other vocations, have their disputes 
and their disagreements, with which politics 
have nothing in the world to do. If any of 
the official doctors cannot, conscientiously 
carry out the regulations drawn up by the 
Government, and if they do not ugree with 
the measures taken by the Provincial Health 
Officer, the best course, and indeed the only 
course, for them to pursue is to resign. 
They lose tieither dignity nor reputation by 
pursuing such a course. 

The Times complains of the "dictator- 
ship" of those who are in authority. Well, 
dictatorship, absolutism if you like, is what 
the crisis requires. The physician who is 
entrusted with the work of stamping out 
tho smallpox has taken upon himself very 
serious responsibilities. The man must be 
blind who does not see that he should have 
a free hand, that no one should be in a posi- 
tion to thwart him or to make his measures 
less effective than he intends them to be. 
All who are under him should make up 
their minds to submit to his dictation — to 
obey his orders. A ship in a. storm must 
not have two captains, an army in action 
cannot hive two generals, in the same way, 
a city which ia engaged in driving the pesti- 
lence from it3 midst cannot have two heads 
to ita health department. The man placed 
at its head must be solo dictator, and all 
others must be his subordinates. 

We are sure that the citizens of 
of Victoria are satisfied with the selection 
made to fill the position of Provincial Health 
Officer. They believe him to bo the right 
man in the right place. And his adminis- 
tration has vindicated the wisdom of the 
Government's choice. He has anted \fritb 
intelligeuce, determination and vigor. He 
has brought order out, of chaos, and he has 
replaced distrust and apprehension by con- 
fidence and tho certainty that tho disap- 
pearance of the smallpox is only a ques- 
tion of time, and a very short time. 

Let any citizen of Victoria compare tho 
state of public opinion and public feeling in 
the city now with what it was when the Gov- 
ernment took in hand tho work of preserv- 
ing the health of the city, and us a first 
step in the accomplishment of that end, ap- 
pointed Dr. Davio Provincial Health Officer, 
and he will be able to appreciate to some 
extent tho greatness and tho beneficence of 
tho change that has been effected. On tho 
morning on which tho Premier mot the 
medical men of the city alarm filled every 
breaat, and all will have now to admit that 
there was good cause for fear. How is it to- 
day ? The wonderful change ia duo under 
Providence to the very " dictatorship " of 
which our contemporary complains. Tho 
citizens of Victoria have good reaseu to ho 
thankful that they had among them men 
with brains enough to see that dictatorship 
was necessary and with nerve enough and 
courage enough to uso the power which the 
law placed in their hands for the public 
good. 

Milk-and-water men ami [jupuiiu iiy-Uuut- 
ing men would never have driveu the small- 
pox out of the city. Tho men who were 
needed were men who knew what ought to 
bo done and who did it without waiting to 
think who would bo pleased or who dis- 
pleased. It is well for Victoria that she 
had at this crisis such men ready and will- 
ing to givo hor their beat service. 



A SUNSMLE NEIGHBOR. 

Tho Seattle Telegraph sees tho folly of 
talking about tho annexation of Canada to 
tho United State3. It knows that Cana- 
dians are loyal to Great Britain, and that 
the United States has nothing to oiler thorn 
in exchange for their allegiance. 

But although the Telegraph is not anxious 
for political uuion with Canada, it believes 
that closer commercial relations would be 
beneficial to both countries. It sees clearly 
tho importance of Canada to the United 
States from a purely commercial point of 
view, and consequently does not adopt the 
hostile tone towards this country that 
many American newspapers take when 
they are discussing tho trade rolations be- 
tween the two countries. It is, on tho con- 
trary, friendly to Canada, and sees clearly 
tho foolishness of treating so good a cus- 
tomer as she is, as if she were an enemy. 
It Bays : — 

It is not generally known that Cauada ia 
our best customer; but such is the case. 
The less than five millions people who live 
to the north of us do with us about 10 per 
cent of ull our foreign trado. If account be 
taken of the business that does not appear 
in the customs returns, being due to the 
social intercourse between the people of the 
two countries, tho percentage will be found 
to be even grsatcr. This great and profit- 
able business is capable of almost indefinite 
expansion without in any way interfering 
with the other foreign trade of this country. 
At present an arbitrary double-customs 
line checks, to a large measure, the expan- 
sion of our trade towards the north, and 
oue of the most important questions to 
which tho public men of this country will 
have to address themselves, in the near 
future, is to discover the ways and means 
by which tho commercial expansion of the 
continent can bo permitted freer scope than 
it now has. 

These are very dilferent from tho narrow 
and short-sighted views of those Americans 
who seem to believe that it is impossible for 
trade intercourse to be bonefjcial to both 
the parties. They evidently believe that in 
trade as in gambling what one gains the 
other loses. And they consequently look 
upon the profit made by foreigners iu com- 
mercial transactions with their country as 
something taken from them that they ought 
to have kept to themselves. The Telegraph 
knows better than this. It knows that 
there can be a trade between the United 
States and Canada which will benefit, und 
benefit very materially, both Americans and 
Canadians. It is therefore consulting the 
interest of the United States when it advo- 
cates closer trade relations between tho two 
countries. 



JUDGE LYNCH. 



Tho lynching of two brothers named 
Ruggles at Redding, California, is another 
example of the contempt for law and the 
want of confidence in its administration that 
are so widely prevalent in the United States. 
These men, on the 14th of May last, held 
up the stage coach in which there ,was a 
messenger of Wells, Fargo & Co. iu charge 
of treasure to the amount of $4,000. Tho 
driver made uo resistance, but "Bulk" 
Montgomery, the messenger, Greet at one of 
the robbers, wounding him slightly. He 
had barely pulled tho trigger of his Win- 
chester when he was shot from behind and 
fell mortally wounded. The highwaymen 
got away with their plunder but were after- 
wards apprehended, one on tho day after 
tho robbery, and the other on the 19th of 
June. They were on the 24lh inst. iu the 
Redding jail awaiting trial. There do not 
appear to have been any manifestations of 
indignation on the part of tho people, but 
they must have felt strongly, for on the 
morning of the day last nanied forty men, 
masked and armed, appeared at the door of 
the prison and demanded admittance. The 
jailer told them that the keys were in asafc 
in the sheriff's office. They went thero.blew 
open the doors of the safe, and forced 
the jailer to open the prison door with the 
keys they had taken from the safe. They 
seized the prisoners, hurried them out and 
hanged them from a beam that rested on 
two pine trees. The whole business was 
done coolly and systematically. Very little 
noise was made and no violence used towards 
any one except the men who were lynched. 
There appears to have been quite a number 
of spectators besides the forty active lynch- 
ers. No reason is given for the lynching. 
It is not said that there waa any danger of 
the prisoners being allowed to escape either 
by those who had them in charge or by the 
courts of law. Tho men seem to havo been 
lynched on general principles. Tho mob 
were ovidently determined to make sure 
that tho murderers would bo punished as 
they deserved; Thoy would take no 
chances. Judge3 and jurica they regarded 
a3 superfluous, and the law was, in their 
opinion, only made to delay and obstruct 
justice. Tho country in which such out- 
rages as those at Homestead, Coeur d'Aleno 
and Redding are committed is certainly not 
a pleasant place of residence for law-abiding 
men who love peace and security. 



THE RUSSIAN PACIFIC'. 

The Russian Pacific Railroad ia a live un- 
dertaking. It has been commenced and is 
progressing at this moment. Two hundred 
miles of it are already built, and surveys 
are going on vigorously in many places. 
Tho road is to be eight thousand miles 



long. It is to i extend from Vlndivostock, 
on tho Pacific Coast, to Moscow. The En- 
gineer-in-chief of this great road IB Captain 
Nicholas llosanoti', who oxpects to have the 
road finished and equipped in five years. 
Ho suya that there is money enough iu tho 
Russian Treasury to construct the road 
from eud to end. This is most probably a 
bit of bounco on the pirt of Captain Rosan- 
oft". Russia is rich in territory, but it is by 
no means well-oil" as far as money is con- 
cerned. It is often short of cash, and it 
was only tho other day that it negotiated a 
large loan in France. Russia is, in fact, a 
borrowing count.TJ ui.,1 ouch countries have 
very seldom cash enough iu hand to build 
and equip eight thousand miles of railroad. 

Tho road will most likely bo built with 
money tho greater part of which is yet to 
bo borrowed. That it will bo built there 
can now be no doubt. Russia wants the 
road as well for military as for commercial 
purposes. She has made many conquests in 
Asia, and evidently designs to make moro, 
and the transcontinental railroad will help 
her both to make and to keop conquests. 

The Chinese Government evidently be- 
lieve that tho new Russian road is not in- 
tended to benefit their country. They have 
commenced making railroad surveys lead- 
ing to the northern frontier, so that when the 
Russian railroad brings troops to tho neigh- 
borhood of China, China will bo ablo to 
send troops to meet them, and, being nearer 
home, they, can mako up in numbers what 
they want in kuowledgo of tho scionce of 
war. 

Tho construction of tho Russian Pacific 
will make some great changes, not only in 
tho policy of the Russian Government, but 
in that of other nations. Wo boo that 
China already considers that sho will bo 
affected by it, and it will most probably 
cause Great Britain to tako activo measures 
to secure her possessions in India. Russia 
has for a long time been casting a wistful 
eye to that country, and her rulers have 
been credited "with silently taking measures 
to make an invasion of it from the north 
successful. How far the road across the 
continent of Asia will facilitate that project 
timo alone can tell.

In connection with tho report mado by 
Dr. M. S. Wade as to tho condition of af- 
fairs down at the Albert Head quarantine 
station during the time the city was sup- 
posed to be looking after the patients, tho 
following letter has been sent to tho Col- 
onist for publication. The original of tho 
letter was handed by one of tho patients to 
a nurse, who was discharged, on Thursday, 
from tho Jubilee Quarantine Hospital. 
This nurso was asked to make two copies 
and send one to tho Times in time for pub- 
lication in Friday's paper, and also to send 
a copy to tho Colon ist. Tho letter did 
not appear in tho Times. It is as follows : 

TO THE EDITOR: -Wo saw in tho Times a 
long communication in which Charles Tito en- 
deavors to show that affairs at Albert Head 
were managed only a little short, of what would 
bo expected in paradise, and we, ns thu Inmates 
and patients, desire to pay that, during our 
slay there, intoxication ruled the day as far as 
the nurses were concerned. While wo wcro 
domiciled there wo not only received treat- 
ment fit for something worse than a dog, but 
we had to ennui o language from Mr. Tito and 
Mr. Harrison which would certainly only bo 
tolerated In I ho lowest society. 

We desire to say ilia' Mr. Tito was for tho 
greater part of hU stay there in a state that 
rendered him unlit for uso, oxcept at such 
times as when he was needed for his own pa- 
tient, and as for his statement in regard to tho 
amount of whisky s nt theio, we think tho 
people of Victoria nre sufficiently acquainted 
with Mr. Tito to at least have a strong idea of 
its disposal. 

And wo will close by saying that Mr. Tito 
whs for the most of his time intoxicated, as 
was tdso .Mr. Harrison, aim wo wcro treated In 
a manner that was shameful. 

Wo had break fist when wo could get it; 
lunch when the nurses wero sober, and dinner 
when— when wo could get It. 

And we desiro to say that tho statement 
made by Mr. Tito was without any foundation 
of truth In every particular, and that ho may 
hear more from us, for we shall not always re- 
main in a post bouse.

Torrents of Lava from the Gnnong 
Aroo Crater Cause Death and 
Devastation. 



Sangiers Island, in the Philippine 
Group, Visited by a Disas- 
trous Volcano. 



Thousands of Lives Lost and Enor- 
mous Damage Done to Valu- 
able Property, 



Advices from the Orient by tho C. P. R. 
Steamship Empress of India, which arrived 
yesterday morninp, state that ouo of the 
most violent volcanic eruptions of modern 
times has just occurred on Sangier'a Island. 
Tho location of the scene of tho great dis- 
aster is in latitude 3 5 39' N., long. 125" 20' 
E. Sangier'a Island lies in the chain of 
islands connecting tho northern arm of 
Celebes with Mindanao In the Philippines, 
The crater is known a3 the (lunong Aroo, 
and has for many years been (juiet. 

On tho morning of Juno ti, at eight 
o'clock, tho first warning sound was 
heard. There were several very loud 
reports, and from that hour until 9 p.m., 
fierce volumes of tlame and smoke, and 
showers of large stones were belched forth 
followed hy ruin, which fell in torrents, 
bringing down with it the clouds of ashes 
that were dying through the air. This con- 
tinued all night and the whole of next day, 
there being, however, no earthquake. On 
the night of June 9, heavy rumblings were 
heard in the mountains, and a slight erup- 
tion of mud and ashes took place, followed 
again by terrilic rains. il» village of Tor- 
oena, which is situated on the south side of 
tho mountain, protected by a ridge of hills 
some of them l.SOU feet high, was covered 
with ashes, many of tho houses having 
been crushed by the accumulated weight of 
ashes and dust and stones. The whole of 
the enormous and extensive cocoanut plan- 
tations covering the hills on both sides of 
Torocna Bay are entirely destroyed, but in 
the town itself there was comparatively 
little loss of life. 

To the westward of Toroena, after pass- 
ing the foot of the ridge, the sceuo was one 
of complete destruction and devastation. 
The whole country is under a layer of mud 
and ushes and stones. All vegetation is 
cither burned up by the awful heat of the 
volcanic fires or has been destroyed by the 
denso showers of ashes and dust, 
while the country around Gunong 
Aroos and the sides of the hills, 
are steaming and smoking with numerous 
small volcanic juts which were on Juno '25 
• still throwing up columns of mud and stones 
that fell in showers over the district, form- 
ing into hot mud streams, which in their 
downward course carried everything before 
them. 

The district on the north side of the island 
is utterly destroyed, nutmeg and cocoa plan- 
tations and whole villages being laid in 
ruins and, in many cases, completely buried 
under the ashes, mad and lava from the 
crater. The lava streams are confined to 
the northern slopes of the mountain, and in 
tho Toboekan district not a. single village 
remains, while thousands of the inhabitants 
have been killed and buried in tlieoverllow. 

Up to June 25, which was .the lust advice 
received, the loss of life was not known, 
but it must have been something terrible: 
for already it is known that thousands of 
people have been killed. Ten thousand 
deaths are said by one authority to have 
resulted, and another captain of a ship 
which brought assistance to tho sufferers 
says that this figure is not an extreme one. 
Many bodies have been picked up along the 
shore. They were swept down the moun- 
tain side in tho irresistible torrent. A num- 
ber of other bodies havo also been 
found floating on the sea. On the night of 
the outbreak two Norwegian barques, the 
I'rimera and tho Fason, were in Toroena 
Bay, but got to sea without any damage be- 
ing done them. In Petta harbor, on tho 
north east side of the Island, the Dutch 
ships Torbekla and Gargpa, were loading 
nutmegs, and they, too, sustained little 
injur". Fortunately there was no tidal 
wave. Reports of the first explosion were 
heard at Ternate, Gorontalo and Monad 
which are, respectively, 210, 240 and 21G 
miles distant, and, fearing tho calamity, 
ships were immediately sent with assist- 
ance. 

Among others who saw the island 
after the outbreak was Cupt. J. Gray, of 
the steamship Normandy, which had been 
sent with a cargo of rice from Meuado to 
relieve the sufferers. He says the whole 
land, viewed from the westward, presents a 
most forlorn appearance, there being no 
sign of life anywhere. Volumes of smoke 
can be seen rising from the crater, accom- 
panied by fine ashes which spread like 
cloud over the island and fall thickly every- 
where. Small jets of steam and smoko and 
stones are pouring out from the mountain 
sides, completely covering the lower valleys, 
and lands. 

Tho sutlering amongst thoso who escaped 
with their lives has been most acute. All 
the food on the island was destroyed, and 
but for the prompt assistance of the neigh- 
boring islands the misery of starvation 
would have been added to the suffering 
caused by the i isaster. Tho value of the 
property destroyed cannot be estimated; 
but will amount to millions of dollars., 

"In fact," says a writer, " che whole of the 
island is a mass of smouldering ruins. The 
people w;io have lived and prospered there 
have lost all they ever had, and now the 
only thing for tfjiem to do is to leave for 
another and more favored spot or stay there 
und die." 



S ISM [TIC PERSEC UTIO.NS. 

Vexatious Accusal Ions Against the .lews Dis- 
posed of in Germany. 

BKRLItf, July 29 — The long drawn prose- 
cution of Buschoff, a Jew residing at Cloves, 
accused of having murdered u. Christian hoy 
for ritual purposes, bus at last como to an 
end. Tho absurdity of ever having brought 
charges ugainst the man is now apparent 
oven to the most violent of the anti-Semitic 
party, who ore responsible for what has 
turned out to bo a disgraceful persecution 
of an innocent man. The dead body of a 
boy named llegemann was found in u stable 
about two months ngo, and it had been mu- 
tilated in » way that suggested some ana- 
tomical knowledge on tho part of tho mur- 
derer. The discovery caused intense ex- 
citement in the town, and suspicions 
foil on tho Jewish butcher Bus- 
choff. Tho case was taken up in 
tho most violent manner by tho anti-Semitic 
agitators, who roundly alleged that the boy 
hud been murdered in order that his blood 
might bo used for Jewish ritual purposes. 
This charge was repeated in public meetings 
and in pamphlota which were distributed 
broadcast through tho city. rsmcholf was 
arrested und brought to trial, and after a 



prolonged investigation he was released, the 
evidence against him being insufficient. A 
month later, after tho popular agitation had 
reached an extraordinary pitch, ho was 
re-arrested, tho polico having obtained 
fresh evidence, and ho was eventually sent 
for trial before a jury. The proceed- 
ings were prolonged. The number of 
witnesses for the prosecution was 99, 
while 18 came forward for the defence. 
Upon tho prisoner being called upon by tho 
judge to say whether he was guilty or not, 
JiuschcfT declared in tho most emphatic 
terms that he was guiltless of tho crime im- 
puted to him. The presiding judgo in open- 
ing the proceedings pointed out to tho jury 
that tho sole motive put forward in tho in- 
dictment was that BuBchoir desired to take 
revenge on the boy becauso he had damaged 
some Jewish gravestones. The ovidenco 
brought forward hy the prosecution was of 
bo flimsy a character that the jury, although 
containing several who are known to be in 
sympathy with the anti-Semitic party, was 
obliged to acquit tho prisoner. 

TllIiKATENED WORKMEN. 

Terrible Warning to Homestead Strikers 
M ho Have Been Content to Re- 
turn to Work. 

Pittsburg, July 29.— Of the total num- 
ber of Homestead strikers returned to work 
in tho mill, ubout 125, it is said every man 
has received a teirible warning of dire 
punishment if he does not quit work at 
once. Men on going homo have found 
sandbags tied to their doors every morning 
for the past week, and requests and warn- 
ings have been hung on the front door 
knobs. They have received letters through 
tho mails which contain bloodthirsty threats 
of punishment, for deserting tho ranks 
of the strikers. In addition to this, com- 
mittees of strikers havo approached 
each man and personally warned him 
of his peril in remaining at work. These 
threats have been reported to the Carnegie 
officials, who have promised protection, 
both inside and outside tho works. Tho 
strikers havo driven six formen out of the 
best paying department in the Homestead 
mills. Tho men earned §12 a day each. 
They were told to leave oil' work under pain 
of being violently dealt with, but they 
stayed for u week. Then when one of them 
was caught outside of the mills ho was 
severely beaten. Tho others were told they 
would bo murdered if they did not leave. 
Six foremen left on Monday and were given 
hy the officials ten days to return or their 
positions would be forfeited. Two of them 
returned, but they were late and were not 
re-employed. 



COMPETENT TO PliACTICE. 



Physicians ttoffistercrt in England Prior 
to 1886 have Equal Jtig-lits in 
British Colonics. 



Important Point of Law Raised in the 
Case of Sletliereli vs. li. C 
Medical Council. 



An application was made yesterday mom- 
mi; to Sir Matthew Baillio Begbie, Chief 
Justice, for a mandamatory injunction to 
compel the B. C. Medical Council to regis- 
ter as a membor Dr. Mctherell, a physician 
duly registered in England. 

Hon. C. B. 1'ooley, Q C, appoired for 
Dr. Mctherell, the Medical Council being 
represented by Mr. A. E. Mcl'hillips. 

This case is one which has attracted a 
good deal of local and provincial interest. 
The B. C. Medical Society, or B.C. Medical 
Council, is working under an Act of the Pro- 
vincial Legislature, which permits them to 
demand that all practitioners from other 
parts of Canada and elsewhere who come to 
British Columbia to practice, must pass an 
examination and pay a fee before they can 
bo recognized as doctors. The claim has 
been set up that graduates of the P.oyal 
charter universities and colleges of Great 
Britain are entiled to practice their profes- 
sion in any part of the Empire. There is an 
English medical act of lfiGS which makes 
such provision, and the amended act of 187S 
also provides that any physicians registered 
Is England prior to 1870 may practice in 
any of the Colonies. This act was further 
amended in 1SSG, so that only those regis- 
tered prior to that date could practice in 
the Colonies. 

After hearing the law points discussed 
pretty thoroughly by the counsel, His Lord- 
ship stated that he would reserve his decis- 
ion. He expressed the opinion, however, 
that Dr Metherell, under his English regis- 
tration, hud a perfect right to practice here 
ami hail had since 1883. Under these cir- 
cumstances, he diil not make any order in 
the matter. 

The chances are that the Medical Council 
will not further contest tho question.

A BY-LAW 

In Aid of tho Victoria antl Sidney Rail 
way Company. 

Whereas, under and by virtue of an Act of 
tho Legislative Assembly of tho Provlnco of 
British Columbia passed at tho last session, 
intituled, "Tho Victoria & Sidney Railway 
Act, 1892," a company was incorporated with 
power to lay out, construct, maintain a nd op er 
ato a lirioof railway fro m Boi i)o_co'ii_veniorit and 
accessible point Within tho City of Victoria, by 
tho most feasiblo and available engineering 
routo to tho Townsito of Sidnoy in tho District 
of North Saanich. 

And Whereas, under and hy virtue of 
auothor Aelof tho said Legislature passed at tho 
last session thereof, intituled. "The Victoria 
& Sidney Railway Subsidy Act, 1892," power 
was taken by tho Government of British Co' 
lumbia to guarantee tho payment of interest, 
until maturity, at two por cent, por annum on 
bonds of tho said railway company, issued to 
an amount not exceeding $300,000, or Its oquivfl 
lent In sterling money, tho principal of such 
bonds to be payable not later than 25 years 
from their date. n 

And WHEREAS, under and by virtue of sec 
tlou 101, sub sections 2,11 and i of the Municipal 
Act, 1892, tho Council in every Municipality is 
authorized from time to f.imo to mako by-laws 
among other things for endorsing and guaran 
teeing tho payment of any debentures or inter- 
est on any debentures to bo issued by any rail 
way or tramway company, constructed or pro 
posed to bo constructed, either wholly withir 
the limits or partly within tho limits and partly 
without, for the money by the mborrowed, ai d 
(or assessing and levying, from timo to tine 
upon the whole rateable property of the Muni 
dpality a sum Bufliolont to discharge the debt 
or engagements so contracted. 

And whereas tho said Hallway Company 
have applied to the Corporation of the City of 
Victoria for a guarantee of payment of interest 
on certain of UlQionds of the said company 
upon tho railway proposed to bo con- 
structed by the said company, by virtue of the 
said charter, to tho amount of 3 per cent, on tho 
sum of §:>0O,OOO.0(l, for a period of 25 years. 

And whereas, under and by virtuo of tho 
forcgoin recited Act, intituled tho "Victoria 
and Sidnoy Railway Subsidy Aot, 1SII2," provi- 
sion is made in clause 2 thereof that in caso, at 
any timo, an agreement is entered into by the 
Company with the Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria for tho furnishing by tho said Cor 
poration of a guarantee of payment of interest 
to a further amount of two or more per centum 
on the bonds of tho Company, up to not nioro 
than $:>00 (W0, the Government may mako such 
arrangements for permitting tho said Corpora 
Hon to .share any security taken by them for 
advances hereunder, and such provisions as to 
tho manner of holding the same as to them may 
seem lit. 

And WHEREAS the said Company was there- 
by empowered to charge its undertaking and 
its tolls and property, real and personal, with 
tho repayment of all tho moneys paid by tho 
Provincial Government in respect of the 
guarantee thereby authorized second and sub 
joot only to the chargo given in favor of tho 
bondholders under tho Company's Act of In 
corporation, and with further power to tho 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council to enter into 
all agreements which might bo necessary for 
the purpose of carrying at tho provisions of 
the said Act. 

And Whereas itis desirable that a guaran- 
tee of payment of interest on bonds by tho said 
Corporation should bo made, and an agree- 
ment to that ell'ect entered into by tho said 
Corporation with tho paid company, and that 
nn arrangement should be mado by tho said 
Corporation with tho said Government for 
permission to the said Corporation to sharo 
any security taken by tho Baid Government 
for advances by them and hy tho saId]Corpor- 
ation and otherwise as provided by tho said 
Act. 

And WHEREAS it will require the sum of 
$9,000.00 to bo raised annually by special rato 
for paying the amount of tho said guarantee in 
the event of the said Corporation being called 
upon to pay tho same 

And WHEREAS tho wholo amount of tho 
ratea and and Improvou ents of real pio- 
portyof tho Municipality, according to tho 
last rovisea assessment roll, is $17,503,118.00. 

And Whereas it will rcnulro an annual 
special rato of half a mill on the dollar for paying 
the amount of such guarantco in tho ovent of 
the Corporation being called upon to pay the 
same. 

_Av-n Whereas tho total amount of snoh 

guarantee in tho event of tho Corporation 
being called upon to pay tho samo is $9,000.00. 

Therefore he it Enacted by the Muni- 
pal Council of tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria :— 

1. There shall bo assessed and levied in each 
year an equal special rato of ono-balf of ono 
mill on the dollar in addition to all other rates 
to bo levied in each year for the payment of tho 
interest payable undo tho said guarantee. 

2. Tho amount of such special rate shall bo 
collected in each year fr in time to t mo as the 
said Corporation may bo called upon to pay 
tho amount of tho said guarantee. 

3. Tho Corporation of tho City of Victoria 
shall guarantee Interest at tho rato of II por 
cent, por annum on tho bonds of tho Victoria 
& Sidney Railway Company to tho amount of 
S300.0IX1.1X) for a period not exceeding twenty- 
Ifve years from the date of this By-law going 
into effect, under and subject to tho conditions 
prescribed in this By-law. 

I. Any sum or sums of money which ma 
hereafter bo paid by the Corporation under 
this guarantee shall be a first. charge upon tho 
undertaking tolls and property of the said 
Company, BUD 'ctonly to tho said bonds and to 
such division there f as between tho Govern- 
ment of British Coluo-bla and tho Corporation 
as may be agreed upon by tho said Government 
and the said Corporation, and the acceptance 
of the benefit of this By-law by tho said Com- 
pany shall be deemed conclusive ovidenco of 
the assent of the said Company to all tho terms 
of this By-law. 

fl. All tho moneys obtained from tho pro- 
ceeds of the said bonds in respect of which in- 
terest is guaranteed by tho said Corporation 
shall ho applied by tho said Company in pay- 
ment of the right of way. construction, equip- 
ment of the said railway and expenses inci- 
dental thereto. 

0. It shall bo lawful for tho Mayor for the 
timo being of the Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria to endorse, or causo to bo endorsed, on 
tho said bonds so proposed to bo issued by tho 
said rail way company the guarantee in the form 
and manner prescribed in the memorandum of 
agreement set forth in tho Bchodulo attached 
to this by-law, and for the Clerk of tho said Cor- 
poration to countersign and seal tho said en- 
dorsements. 

7. This by-law Is passed upon theoxpresscon- 
ditlon that the said Company shall actually 
and bona fldo commence tho work of construc- 
tion of tho Bald railway on or before tho llrat 
day of October, 1832, and thereafter prosecute 
tho samo with reasonable diligence until tho 
completion of tho railway ready for active 
operation ; in any event such date of comple- 
tion not to bo later than tho llrst day of Sep- 
tember, 1831, and that a failure to oh- 
servo such timo limit, or limits shall 
render tho Company liablo to a pon- 
alty of Ono Hundred Dollars ($100) per 
day for every day beyond such timo limits tho 



Company shall bo in default in commencing or 
completing tho Baid road, which Baid penalty 
may bo rccovorcd by action in any Court of 
competent jurisdiction at tho suit of tho Cor- 
poration or Government aforesaid. 

8. Tho said Company shall not directly or In- 
directly employ Chine30 upon, about or in con- 
nection with tho work of construction, and in 
tho event of so doing, or of any of tho said 
Company's employes or any subcontractor 
under them so doing tho Company fhall bo 
liable to a pona'ty of ton dollars ($10) for each 
day for each Chineso so employed, to bo re- 
covered as specified in Clause 7 of this By-Law. 

9. Tho Company shall not paynny dividends 
to any shareholder or other person so long as 
any monoy remains duo or owing to tho said 
Government or tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria in respect of the said gimrnntoo. 

10. Tho said Railway so to ho constructed 
Bhall bo of a standard guago and to bo operated 
by steam powor.and ono train per day (Sundays 
excepted) shall bo run over tho said lino from 
each end thereof. 

11 Plans of tho location of bo much of tho 
lino and terminal works of tho Bald Railway as 
shall be within tho limits of tho City of Vic- 
toria shall bo filed by the Company in tlio olllce 
of tho City Clork, and ahull bo subject to the 
approval of the Municipal Council before any 
work of construction shall bo proceeded with 
within cuch City limits. 

12. All expenses connected with, or inciden- 
tal to the passage of this by law, shad bo borne 
and paid by the said company to the corpora- 
tion of tho City of Victor' a before this by-law 
shall he submitted to thj ratepayers. 

1.3. No contract in jnnection with tho con- 
struction of tho Bald proposed railway (hall bo 
let tL any person or persons, firm or corpora- 
tion, who hav not been for over six months 
prior to tho date of calling for tenders for tho 
said contract, resident or residents of the said 
Province, from the date of receiving tenders for 
the said work. 

11. This by-law is subject to the agreement 
mndo between tho Government of the Province 
of British Columbia, and tho Corporation of tho 
City of Victoria, and tho Victoria and Sidney 
Railway Company, in tho words and figures 
set forth in the schedule hereto, which schedule 
is hereby incorporated herewith, and made 
part of this by-law. 

15. This by-law shall, beforo tho final pass- 
age thereof, receive the assent of tho electors 
of the municipality, in tho manner provided in 
the Municipal Act, 1S02. and shall takeollect on 
the 25th day of July, 1832. 

SCHEDULE. 

Memorandum ok Agreement mado and en- 
tered into the seventh day of July, one thous- 
and, eight hundred and ninety-two, between 
tho Victoria & Sidney Railway Company here- 
inafter called the Company of tho first pnrl, 
the Corporation of the City of Victoria, here- 
inafter called tho Corporation of tho socond 
part, and tho Minister of Finance and Agricul- 
ture, acting for and on behalf of tho Province 
of British Columbia, hereinafter called the 
Minister of tho third part. 

WHEREAS, Tho Company nroduly Incorpor- 
ated under tho provisions of tho Victoria and 
Sidney Railway Act, 1SJ2, and in and by Iho 
said act tho Company are empowered to bor- 
row money on morlgngo or on bond or cither 
and they may in manner prescribed in tlio act 
issuo bonds not exceeding 'twenty thousand 
dollars ($20,000.00) per mile of railway, payable 
at such time and in such manner and in such 
place or places in Canada or clsowhere, and 
bear such rate of interest not exceeding eight 
per cent (3 per centl per annum, us tho Direct- 
ors may think proper. 

And Whereas, by section one (1) of tho Vic- 
toria and Sidnoy Railway Subsidy Act of 1S92," 
it is provided that tho Government of British 
Columbia may guarantee tho payment of in- 
terest until maturity at 2 per cent, per annum 
on bonds of the company issued to an amount 
not exceeding throo hundred thousand dollars 
($300,000) or iLs equivalent in sterling money, 
but subimrr. nevertheless to the conditions and 
restrictions n '.ho said section contained, nnd 
the company are thereby empowered to chargo 
its undertaking and its oils and property, real 
and personal, then existing, or at any time 
thereafter acquired, with tho repayment of all 
moneys to be paid by tho Provincial Govern- 
ment in respect of tho guarantco thereby auth- 
orized, subject to the rights of tho bond-hold- 
ers for payment of the principal of tho bonds 
nt maturity. 

And Whereas, by section two (2) of tho last 
mentioned net it is provided that "in ensont 
any timo an agreement Ib entered into by tho 
company with the Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria for tho furnishing by the said Corpora- 
lion of a iruarnntno of interest, to a further 
amount of two or more per cent, pon tho 
bonds of tho company up to not moro than 
three hundred thousand dollars, tho Govern- 
ment may mako such arrangements for per- 
mitting tho said Corporation to share any se- 
curity taken by them for advances hereunder, 
and such provisions as to tho manner of hold- 
ing the same as to them seem fit-" 

And Whereas, tho Compnny havo applied io 
the Go vernmcnt to givo such guarantee as afore- 
said of interest on tho sum of threo hundred 
thousand dollars (9300,000.00) for a term of 
twonty-flvo (25) years, at the rato of two per 
cent. (2 per cent.) per annum, and agreed in 
consideration of such guarantco to pledge its 
undertaking and its said tolls and property as 
security therefor, which tho said Government 
has agreed to do and to accept. 

And Whereas, similar application has been 
made by tho Company to the Corporal ion to 
guarantee tho interest to a further amount of 
three percent. (3 por cent.) upon the Company's 
bonds up to not more than t hree hundred thous- 
and dollars ($30O,OOO.O' 1 > which tho Corporation 
have agreed to do but subject, nevertheless, to 
r indention by tho Ratepayers of tho City of 
Victoria in manner prescribed hy section one 
hundred and cloven (111) of tho. Municipal 
Act, 1S92. 

Now this Agreement Witnessbtii, that 
in pursuance of tho premises it Is hereby agreed 
by and between tho several parties hereto, ns 
follows, viz.:— 

1. The Company shall commence the con- 
struction of their aaid intended railway on or 
beforo tho drst day of October, one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-two, and in default 
of so doing this agreement shall he void and of 
no ed'eot. 

2. Tho Company shall within n nct.y days (90) 
aftor tho date hereof proceed to issue the whole 
of the bond 8 authorized by thosaid \ct of Incor- 
poration, payable in twenty-dvo years from 
date, bearing interest at five per cent, per an- 
num, but not to exceed In tho wholo tho sum 
of three hundred thousand dollars ($300,1,00.00), 
such bonds to pear coupon:! for tho half yearly 
payments of the interest thereon, which bands, 
subject to tho provisions of section ono (1) nnd 
two (2) of tho said "Victoria & Sidney Railway 
Subsidy Act, 1892," shall hoar tho following en- 
dorsement, which endorsement shall bo signed 
by the Minister and tho Mayor for tho timo 
being of tho City of Victoria, nnd be counter- 
signed .\nd scaled by the Clerk of tho Cor- 
poration, "The payment of the interest but 
not tho capital of this bond at, tho rate of two 
per cent (2 per cent) por annum half-yearly on 
tho first days of March and September in each 
year is undertaken and guaranteed by the Gov- 
ernment of tho Provlnco of British Columbia 
for twonty-dvo years from tho llrst day of Sep- 
tember, A. D., 1802, to tho drst day of Septem- 
ber, A. D„ 1917, and tho further payment of 
interest but not tho capital of this bond nt tho 
rato of threo por cent per annum on tho day a 



and for tho timo aforesaid is undertnk ei nnd 
guaranteed by tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria. 

3. Tho Government and Corporation shall 
guarantco In manner aforesaid the payment of 
tho interest on tho bonds so agreed to bo issued 
as aforesaid In the proportions and at tho times 
aforesaid, and tho signature of the " Minister " 
and of tho Mayor, respectively, to the coupons 
may bo adlxed by printed, stamped or litho- 
graphed fac-simllo. 

4. The work of construction shall bo placed 
in chargo of a competent engineer or engineers 
selected by tho Company.nnd approved of in 
writing by tho Chief Commissioner of Lands 
and Works on behalf of tho Government, and 
by the Mayor of tho City of Victoria on behalf 
of tho Corporation, and tho Company may ro- 
movo such engineer nt pleasure nnd appoint 
anothor onginoer, subject also to tlio samo np- 
provnl. 

5. Thonforesald bonds, when i3sucd. shall l>o 
handed by the Company to the "MInister,"whO 
shall have them duly noted in a hook to be 
kept for that purpose, and immediately upon 
completion of such noting ho shall deposit the 
bonds in ono of tho charter banks carrying on 
business in Victoria, to ho approved by tho 
parties hereto. 

B. The Company shall negotiate thoenloof 
their said bonds as soon ns possible after their 
issue, having duo regard in disposing of thorn 
to the best advantage, and may, with tho ap- 
proval of the Minister nnd Corporation, em- 
ploy such agent or agents as they niny deem 
proper. 

7. Tho proceeds of the sale from timo to time 
of the said bonds shall be r.t>voeltod r 
more chartered banks in the City of Victoria at 
interest to a special account in tho namo 
of tho said Railway Company, and shall 
bo drawn out by cheques of tho Railway 
Company, hut no such cheques shall ho paid by 
such bank unless attached thereto Is a certifi- 
cate of the engineer of tho said Railway for 
tho timo being, countersigned by the City 
Engineer and by the Surveyor-General of the 
Province, specifying the nut lire nnd charaecr 
of tho work, supplies, materials or other ex- 
penditure for which such cheque is given, and 
such certificate shall bo retained by such bank. 

8. All moneys paid by tho Government of 
British Columbia and tho Corporation respec- 
tively in respect of the aforesaid guarantees 
slnll be considered ns a debt due from the 
Company to the said Government and Corpora- 
tion respectively, and shall be taken and con- 
sidered, and are hereby made, a charge upon 
the undertaking, and the tolls and property 
of the Company real and personal now existing 
or any time hereof ter acquired, and tho Minis- 
ter of Finanoo and Agriculture for tho time 
being shall be held and deemed to bo n inort 
gagee or incumbrancer u por. the s iid property in 
trust nevertheless ns to two fifths thereof for 
tho Government of British Columbia and 113 to 
threo fifths in trust for tho Corporation. 

9. The Company shall upon demand mndo by 
tho said Minister execute to him a legal mort- 
gage of all the aforesaid property of tho Com- 
pany nssccurltyfor the repayment of all moneys 
paid by thosaid Govern ment and Corporation re- 
spectively in respect of thosaid guarantees and 
the costs, charges and expenses they may bo 
respectively put to, or incur in connection 
therewith, and tho raid Minis' or shall hold tho 
said Mortgage and all other securities, If any, 
of tho Compnny which may como into his 
hands and tho moneys thereby secured in tho 
proportion and upon tho trust herein beforo 
mentioned nnd declared, and which said mort- 
gage shall contain all the covenants, powers 
and conditions usually inserted In mortgages 
of real and personal property together with tho 
additional power of salo in default of tho Com- 
pany operating their said Railway for a period 
of threo months, whilst any moneys shall bo 
owing by tho Company to tho Government or 
Corporation respectively in respect of tho said 
guarantees, 

10. The said Company hereby ngrco to com- 
plcto their said Rail way on or before the flist 
day of September, one thousand eight hun- 
dred nnd ninety-four, nnd thereafter to contin- 
ually maintain ami operate tho samo so long 
as any of their said bonds shall remnin unre- 
deemed within the said period of twonty-dvo 
ycara. 

11. Provided always that Chineso shall not 
be employed In tho construction of tho said 
railway, and provided also that in caso a by. 
law to ratify this agreement on the part of the 
Corporation shall not bo submitted within 
sixty days from the dnto hereof for .ho voto of 
the ratepayers, under section ono hundred and 
cloven of tlio Bald Municipal Act, 1892, or if 
such by-law shall bo submitted and shall be 
defeated at tho polls, or shall not ho carried, 
then, nnd In such caso, this agreement, and 
everyt lung herein contained shall be void, and 
of no effect. 

12. Tho Company shall not pay any dividends 
to any shareholder, or other person, so long us 
any moneys remnin duo or owing to I ho said 
Government, or tho Corpora 1 ion of tho City of 
Victoria, in respect of thosaid guarantee. 

13. Tho books of tho Company shall bo open 
to the inspection of any person authorized to 
inspect tho samo by either tho said Govern- 
ment or tho Corporation of tho City of Vlc- 
torin, at all times.

A report of the Finance committee recom- 
mending the payment of ?1()0, as salaries 
for Health oiheers, was read and adopted, 
and the amounts ordered paid. 

The Council then resolved itself into a 
Committee of the \\ hole to consider a by- 
law to provide for the raising of S.'iOO.OOO, 
for sewerage purposes. 

Ald. Baker — I wish to know what the 
loan is for. 

Ald. McKillican— It takes §100,000 to 
enable Mr. McBean to finish Ilia work, and 
some $200,000 for branch connections to 
complete certain areas. 

Ald. Baker — Why were thoso connec- 
tions n< t made when the drains were lirst 
opened? It would have beonmueh cheaper. 
It is not right to ask the ratepayers to sink 
§200,000 in trains, § 10,009 worth of which, 
will not bo used in the next ten years., If 
the by-law is put before the ratepayers in 
its present shape, I have no doubt it will ho 
defeated. Though we have spent §300,000, 
we do not know if we have a good system. 
The only suction which has been tested 
shows that every pipe was broken. Who 
will stand the expense of putting in new 
pipes? To spend §300,000 to connect with 
a system which is still untested is certainly 
wrong. If you press this by-law on the 
ratepayers I will try to defeat it. I think 
the corporation should take the work in 
hand. McLean has never done the city 
one dollar's worth of good, why should we 
attempt to raise such u sum of money for 
his benefit? He has used a class of labor 
which has done this province no good what- 
ever. Will this amount reach James Buy, 
Rock Buy or the Work Katate '.' I don't 
think it will. 

Ald. MuKillican — The plan is to run 
through the business portion of the city, 
and 1 don't think they will reach thoso 
places. What good aro the outlets without 
connections ? 

Ald. Baker — What do wo know about 
tho present system"/ Why should we sink 
$•200,000 in something we know nothing 
about ? 

Ald. McKillican" — Why should Mc- 
Bean put in poor work when ho knows ho 
" This ?200,000 is 



thoroughly investigated before wo go on. 
The defects are glaring. Shall we let them 
go on, and in a few months come on us for 
more money to tuko up tho brokeD pipes '! 

Ald. BAKER— lb lookB hud for Aid. Mc- 
Killican to try and force this matter 
through, 

Ald. McKillicak— You state what is 
false. 

Ald. Baker — I don't, and you know it. 
Why do you feel- so much in favor of this? 
There must bo somo reason. Tho people 
won't stand tho present methods, and it is 
wrong lo ask them to do so. 

It was then moved that tho by law ho 
known as the "Sewerage Loan By-law, 
1892." Carried. 

Ald. Mi'.vn — I am in favor of waiting for 
mi investigation of what is now done. I 
think that McBean knows his business, but 
I know many people do not like bis methods 
of carrying out the work, buying and hir- 
ing, etc. 

The committee then rose and reported 
the by-law complete, with amendments, 
and the Council adjourned. 



BRUTAL BUBGLARS. 

Inhuman Atrocities Pornetratod la "the Fair 
Land of Poland." 

Warsaw, July 29— Burglars entered the 
house of a family named Rubenstein on 
Wednesday night and demanded of the 
fathordiis money. Ho refused to say where 
he kept it and the burglars tried to move 
him by torture. They chopped off his 
lingers, but ho still refused to toll. Then 
they brained him and turned their atten- 
tion to Mrs. Rubenstein. She protested 
that she knew nothing about the money. 
After torturing her, also to no purpose, 
they cut her throat. The youngest daugh- 
ter was killed the mine way, and 
three boys of 2, .'! and 5 years 
each who hud begun to cry, were dashed 
against the wall until dead. Tho oldest 
daughter was hung up by her feet until she 
showed where her father kept his savings. 
Tho burglars found about S00 roubles in the 
chimney to which she directed them. To 
prevent all chance of discovery thoy even- 
tually stabbed her in the breast and left her 
for dead. A market man who called at the 
house yesterday found tho door open. On 
the floor of tho first room was the eldest 
daughter who, weak from loss of blood, was 
unable to tell her story, while the bodies of 
the other six had been thrown in a heap in 
the bedroom. The burglars, it is thought, 
have fled for the Prussian frontica.
